That little session down there is just 
costing us taxpayers $33,000 a day and 
it is doubtful if we are going to get 
much for our money. 
We cannot help but wonder if all of 
this business about insurance rates is 
not just another political football. 
Like everyone else, we think our 
car insurance is too high when it 
comes time to pay for it but wonder if 
this isn’t just like everything else we 
have to pay for. Our food bill is too 
high, our clothes bill is too high, our' 
auto expenses are too high, but we 
doubt that the Texas Legislature can 
do much about it. Our taxes are too 
high too, but about all they have done 
for them in the past is to raise them 
some more. 
As for insurance, especially auto 
insurance, all available figures in­ 
dicate that Texans pay below the 
national average and probably own 
more cars and drive more miles than 
anyone else. 
Bodily injury liability insurance in 
Texas is 39.1 
percent 
below 
the 
national average, or $34.43 as com­ 
pared to $56.57. Property dam age 
liability is 14.8 percent less, or $32.62 
comopared with $38.27. 
Combined 
they are 29.3 percent less or $67.05 to 
$94.84. 
Collision with $100 deductible is 15 
percent less or $61.63 as compared to 
$72.50. 
Personally, we are not too sure we 
want the Legislature messing around 
with this issue. The way they have 
handled some of other problems in the 
past we might find ourselves leading 
the nation. 
As to the other problems that the 
session is being opened to, we doubt if 
any of them are worth what they are 
going to cost us as taxpayers but 
maybe we will be able to at least 
salvage 
so m ething

Agent Urges Chemical Use 


To Reduce Boll Weevils 


The early maturity of cotton 
in Jones County gives producers 
an opportunity to harvest early 
and at the same time reduce the 
number of boll weevils that will 
overwinter 
and 
attack 
next 
year’s crop. The addition of 0.5 
lb. methylparathion or 0.25 lb. 
Guthion to phosphate type 
defoliants or arsenic acid will 
kill bool weevils present in the 
field 
and 
the 
harvest-aid 
chem icals will destroy the 
weevils food source. 
The 
use 
of 
harvest-aid 
chemicals in combination with 
these insecticides is very im­ 
portant in 
a re a s where a 
diapause boll weevil program is 
being carried out. 
This 
ef­ 
fectively prevents the boll 
weevil from building up fat 
reserves necessary to sustain it 
through the winter. Without the 
use of harvest-aid chemicals in 
combination with insecticides, 
boll weevils would be allowed to 
either feed until frost or several 


insecticide applications would 
be required at IO to 14 day in­ 
tervals. 
The 
use 
of 
harvest-aid 
chemicals in combination with 
an insecticide is most effective 
when carried out by all of the 
producers in an area. This is 
true because one heavily in­ 
fested field in which boll weevils 
are not controlled can produce 
large 
enough 
num bers 
of 
potential overwintering boll 
weevils to infest neighboring 
fields the following year. 
Care should be taken when 
using methyl parathion or 
Guthion in combination with 
phosphate type defoliants since 
the combination may pose a 
greater toxicity hazard to 
humans than either compound 
used alone. The combination of 
these insecticides with sodium 
chlorate type defoliants creates 
an extreme fire hazard.
